Agnew's Opinion,
T the Editor of the Evening Telegraph:—

The recent declsion of the Buprems Courl of
Ibis Binte, In the cnse of the Philadelphin and
Westl Chester Rallroad Company ve Mary B
Miles, 18 an event to be deplored by all good
cilizens, not only as an act of Injustice to one
person, but as an Indieation of a lower moral
lone In that Court than might have been ox-
pected at this day, and also for the sake of s
evil Influence on that publie sentiment which
has go Jong been arrayed agalost the colored
man., Comparallvely few readers will oarefully
examing the soplhistry of Judge Agnew's argu.
ment, or perceive the lnconsistency belween
someof hix assertione, Many will be satisfied
that be has thrown the dignily of his judloial
robe over the low and unchristinn prejadice
againsl the negro which they Indalge o them
solves; and in his official words ftind thel
fencied jostification for acts of oppression 10
wards thelr fellow-cluizeus,

The Judge mdmits that no one oan be ex-
cluded from a public carrisge on sccount o
color: and concedes, In this case, tho negro's
“right Lo be car: led precisely on the same foot.

Even If a white man
should choose aseat by the slde of a eolored
man, no cobducter would dare to lay his band
npon bim 1o remove him, and no court would
Justify such attempted romoval. It is evident,
therelore, that lo the oase before Judge Agnew
the colored passenger was not allowed her
“right to be carrled precisely on the same foot-
iog as a white man."
The srguments or illustrations drawn from
Ihe exisience of a ladies’ car on many raliroad
iralug, and Lhe practice common during the
war of asslgnlog separate cars for the use of
soldiers, ure not applleable to this case, becaunse
the onels an expression of courtesy from men
lowards wormen, which the Ialler cannot clalm

The Judge says:—"To assert separalaness |s
nol to declare ivferiority In elther,” This de-
pends on Lhe way o which 1L 18 asserted. If,
while the white man's right to choose his seat
Is ncknowledged and res ted, the colored
man has his assigned to him because his pre-
sence s oflensive (o his wnite feilow:ecltizens,
the not does usser b Lhe inferlority of the eolored
mwan, and deciares that he shall be sabject, Lo
this extent at lesst, to all who wear a white
ekin, This judielal argument, llkke most argu-
miuis ln beball of despollsm, seeks a substan-
tial basls in precedent. The laws and castoms
of the State are appealed to, and judlolal decl-
slous guoted, to prove thal the sfafus of the
negro never fell within the term “fréeeman' in
Lhe several Constilutions, and Lhat the amanol-
pition sct of 1780 did not elevate hilm to the oltis
zenship of the State. Reference is also made to
the action of Lhe people of Pennsylvania tu 1835,
which deprived the black man of his right to
vole In the Commonwenllh. TheJudge seems
to forget that he began hisstatement of the case
before him with a conoession that black and
while passengers hiad the same rights. If that
18 his Interpretation of the law, of whal uve are
his precedenis? And what ean such precedents
prove? That the hinck man has been deprived
of eitizenehip, of freedom, on account of his
color; that, htiiug wenk, he has been Lthe vietlm
of oppréssion; that the white man, in his
greaterstrength, bas meanly robbed him. What
then? Does a Judge ofour Supreme Court really
mean Lo sny that aots of ln.F.m.toe in the pasi
sanctlon and sanciify wviolations of men's
rights today ? That wouald be to say thal man
can cbange the eternal laws o! right and
wirong. Thatwould be Lo deny that the easence
